This is Mr. Hoskier’s first word since 1890. It is intended as a supplement to 
and complement of the works of Cureton, Crowfoot, Baethgen, Rendel Harris, Chase, 
Lewis, Hjelt, Ciasca, Hill, Hogg, and others on the “ Old Syriac,” Diatessaron arab., 
and the earliest Versions, with special reference to the Keys afforded in the Latin 
documents of every age. 

A Supplement provides in three Appendices the fresh evidence, by collation

It supplements and follows the library publication of the Morgan Gospels by 
the same author, which was undertaken at the instance of the Abbot Gasquet for 
the new Vulgate Revision.

Mr. Hoskier’s Publication, “ Codex B and its Allies, a study and an indict¬ 
ment,” is a sequel to his.“ Genesis of the Versions,” and a reply to his critics as to 
the infallibility of the B family when put to the test of catholic antiquity; and a 
further reply to their ideas of an independent Greek text underlying the Versions, as 
against a version tradition influencing the oldest Greek texts. 

Mr. Hoskier has had the advantage of Von Soden’s recently published text and 
notes, to render his work complete and up to date, and the various matters discussed 
cannot help but arouse fresh interest in this complicated field of study. 

Mr. Hoskier prints in the second volume an elaborate taible of passages (over 
3000 in number) where ^ and B are opposed to each other in the Gospels alone, 
with the supporting evidence also brought up to date. This volume alone cannot 
fail to be of use for reference purposes.

When the title-page of this Gallery was engraved, about 1665, the plates had 
probably been in course of production for fifteen years or more. They are by Jan 
Lutma, Visscher, Theodor Matham, Van Daalen, Vermeulen, and Falck; and are 
magnificent specimens of engraving, especially in these brilliant unlettered 
engravers’ proofs. Some of the plates are etched by a peculiar process, called “ au : 

maillett ” by its inventor, Jan Lutma. This is an unmatched and unmatchable 
copy, which passed through Mariette’s hands in 1678, ope of the plates bearing his 
name and that date on the back, while the inscriptions to all the plates, as well as 
the MS. list of plates, are in his handwriting.

These 
drawings, which are executed in China ink, represent a kind of Chinese “ Divine 
Comedy” in which is exhibited the life of the heavenly world and the judgments of 
hell. The famous Swedish painter Anders Zorn deals in the preface with the 
artistic qualities of the drawings and Dr. Haensch, of the Berlin Museum of 
Ethnology, has translated the Chinese inscriptions.
